and agricultural activities. 

The Directors of the Company are not and cannot 
under the By-Laws of the Company be paid in any form 
for their services. Dividends cannot be paid to share¬ 
holders and the shares cannot appreciate in value. 
Shares cannot be held by persons no longer residing in 
the Province of Alberta or in the Estates of deceased 
shareholders. 

The revenue earned by the Company on its opera¬ 
tions can be spent only on improvements and additions 
to the grounds and plant, all of which would revert to 
the City of Calgary upon the expiry of the lease.

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ANNUAL REPORT 

of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the year ending September 30, 1967 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 

The first nine-day Calgary Exhibition and Stampede was successfully 
staged in Canada’s Centennial Year. The attendance was 798,575, for a daily 
average of 88,730, which compares with the 1966 daily average of 109,030 and 
the past five years of 98,178. We achieved our objective of thinning out the 
crowds and relieving the congestion, although the increased expenses necessary 
to do this were not quite offset by additional revenue. 

The show was officially opened by The Earl Mountbatten of Burma and 
we were honored to have the Earl and his daughter, The Lady Brabourne, riding 
in the parade. On the closing evening, Eric L. Harvie, Q.C. presided at the trophy 
presentations. 

The Canadian Petroleum Exposition donated the Flare rig to your company 
after their very successful exposition of 1966, and the area surrounding the rig 
has been named “Flare Square”. 

The Flare Square area was well-utilized in the 1967 Stampede for a super¬ 
lative display entitled “100 Years of Progress” and the sincere thanks of this 
Board goes out to the hundreds of people who contributed so much to make this 
display the unqualified success that it was. It resulted in direct involvement 
with the Stampede for many persons not actively associated with us in the past 
and created a great new reservoir of volunteer personnel from which our future 
Boards will no doubt draw. 

The new livestock barn was initiated during the 1967 racing season and 
Livestock Show. Constructed at an overall cost of $175,000, this addition helped 
to alleviate the shortage of barn space during these events. 

Charolais breeding classes were introduced into our 1967 Stampede Live¬ 
stock Show, and coupled with a sale which reached record figures, the event was 
very successful and will be carried on. 

The annual Bull Sale processed 749 head including many of the finest herd 
sires, at an average price of $725.78. 

Overall livestock participation in the 1967 show was up over 100%, with 
all sections reporting well satisfied with the quality of the animals and the over¬ 
all results of the show. Once again we conducted an extensive Junior Activities 
program and for the first time our annual 4-H calf and lamb show and sale were 
held during the Stampede. 

With our extended Stampede this year, the Children’s Days Committee held 
two free special Children’s Days, opening Thursday and second Friday. Attend¬ 
ance at these grandstand performances reached a new high. 

The International Balloon Races took off from our centerfield on the 
morning of first Friday and second Thursday, and although the weather was 
not ideal for ballooning on either day, these races commanded a considerable 
amount of interest. 

The Monday morning Parade was once again an unqualified success, with 
ideal weather permitting the usual large crowd to view the event, and Miss Nancy 
Greene, our Parade Grand Marshal, very capably fulfilled her role. The Down¬ 
town Attractions program was extended to include the opening Thursday and 
Friday and was once again one of the outstanding features of the Stampede. 

Our Western star this year was Mr. Peter Brown, star of the television 
series “Laredo”, who did an admirable job as Goodwill Ambassador for our show. 
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The grandstand show carried the theme of 'TOO Years of Progress” and 
was extremely well presented under the very capable direction of Mr. Randolph 
Avery, and produced by our own committee and staff. The McGuire Sisters were 
headline stars. 

In cooperation with the Mexican government, we were pleased to be able 
to present a large group of professional Mexican entertainers and artisans on our 
free stage, and these people were very active in off-grounds activities as well. 

The Thursday night pageant portrayed 100 years of progress, with em¬ 
phasis on the earlier days of Alberta’s history and a re-enactment of the signing 
of Treaty #7. 

Indians from the Stony, Sarcee, Blackfoot and Peigan tribes once more 
provided a fine display on the grounds and in the downtown activities. 

The Royal American shows midway again provided the rides and shows 
for the patrons, and this section of the show was successful. 

The chuckwagon races and the Stampede events drew over 500 contestants 
and prize money this year was $100,000. 

For the first time, the Stampede Queen contest was conducted by our own 
committee. Miss Patsy Allen was chosen Stampede Queen with Miss Bonnie 
McGregor and Miss Candy Smith as princesses. 

There were 45 days of thoroughbred racing this season, with the bet reach¬ 
ing a new record of $10,336,920. 

Harness racing was not held this year due to a conflietion of dates and 
a shortage of horses. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year reached a total of 2,057,454.

The parking situation during Stampede-time continues to be critical. The 
transit system’s Rapid Transit service was again supplied this year and moved 
almost 80,000 people, approximately 40,000 each way. It is hoped that this service 
will be further developed in an attempt to alleviate the critical traffic and park¬ 
ing situation. 

Further efforts were made this year to improve the cleanliness and 
garbage disposal during Stampede time, and many favorable reports were 
received on the general cleanliness of the grounds from both the public and 
concessionaires. 

The Big Four Lounge was opened during the year, and this facility has 
been well received by our patrons and has been a successful convenience. 

The Calgary International Horse Show was again well received, with the 
last preformances reaching sold-out capacity. There were 805 horses entered in 
the show. 
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The annual Horse Sale processed 638 head of horses and grossed $114,895, 
which was down somewhat from the 1966 sale. 

The Stampede Corral was well attended during the year. In addition to 
hockey, the building was used for Ice Capades, several horse shows, Liono, 
concerts, religious services and variety shows. Possibly the highlight of the 
year was the presentation of the Centennial Tattoo. 

The Sites Planning Committee completed plans for a new race track and 
grandstand complex, but unfortunately this program had to be deferred because 
of the tight money situation coupled with our inability to obtain assurance that 
additional land will become available to us. With the knowledge that for some 
time we must do with what we have, a program for up-grading the existing 
facilities is presently under consideration. 

Curling in the Big Four Building continues to be well patronized. 

During the course of the year a new “Public Information” Committee was 
formed under the chairmanship of Ed. O’Connor, for the express purpose of tell¬ 
ing the story of the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede to the people of Calgary 
and the surrounding area. The committee has been warmly received everywhere 
and will likely provide programs at upward of 100 meetings during the coming 
year. 


Our co-sponsorship with the City of Calgary of “Calgary Day at Expo” 
was an unqualified success. The thanks of the Board go out to all those who 
worked so hard and donated so freely of their time and money to make the 
Calgary Day at Expo one of the highlights of this great event.

We were 
also saddened by the death of shareholders Mr. Jack Byers and Mr. Frank Mirtle, 
Ernest Lamm, Associate Director and of Harvey Hartley of our Grounds Depart¬ 
ment. Our sincere sympathy is extended to their families. 

Without the cooperation and efforts of all those persons and organizations 
who devoted so freely of their time and money, the Stampede could not be the 
success that it is. We wish to express the sincere thanks on behalf of the Board 
to those who make it possible. 

A special thanks should go to the press, radio and television medias for 
their interest and cooperation in keeping the public informed of our activities. 

Finally, our sincere thanks to our staff whose loyalty and dedication help 
to tie all the efforts together to produce all of the activities of the Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede — the “Greatest Outdoor Show on Earth”.

FINANCE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT—1967 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS 
Gentlemen : 

For some years the growth of attendance at the Stampede has failed to 
keep pace with the increase in population of the Province and Calgary. Your 
Directors have frequently pointed out that this short fall was due to the in¬ 
adequacy of the area of the Exhibition Grounds. Thwarted in their various 
attempts to expand the area of these grounds or to acquire new and larger 
grounds elsewhere your Directors decided to lengthen the period of the show from 
six to nine days as the only available means of serving an increased attendance. 

The show just past is the first nine day enterprise carried out as a result 
of that decision. 

In the nine day show this year paid attendance totalled 583,520 as against 
507,249 in the six day show in 1966. Using round figures the revenue for Stampede 
Week was up from $1,250,000. to $1,500,000 and expenses were up from $580,000. 
to $865,000. This resulted in an excess of revenue over expenditure of $634,000. 
as against $673,000. for the six day show in 1966. 

The statement of profit and loss for 1967 with comparative figures for 
1966 appears as Statement 2 attached to the Auditors’ Report. This includes 
revenue from all sources, which is up $42,000. over 1966. 

Unallocated general expenses at $1,026,000. are up from $953,000. in 1966, 
although the item for depreciation has increased only $4,000. The net operating 
profit for the year at $66,042. is down $30,000. from $96,690. 

Relying on assurances that land adjacent to Victoria Park would be made 
available in sufficient quantity to permit the Stampede to stay and grow at 
Victoria Park your Directors entered upon a study of developing the site. This 
resulted in a proposal to build a new grandstand and a new track on the present 
site. Consultants were hired and architects retained to prepare the plans for the 
actual construction of these improvements. When these were completed it was 
found that the planned facilities would cost in excess of $12,000,000. and increase 
our grandstand facilities by about 1,500. An expenditure of that size plus the 
$7,000,000. that we now have on the property plus the cost of acquisition of the 
necessary land to provide for the expansion at this site, which was estimated at 
$10,000,000., plus the $6,000,000. or $7,000,000. necessary to develop the new area 
resulted in a capital structure of something in excess of $30,000,000., a sum of 
magnitude clearly beyond the capacity of the Stampede to support. The plan 
was therefore abandoned. So far as we now know, there is little or no salvage 
value in the plans produced for this expenditure of more than $200,000. It has 
therefore been decided to write it off. You will observe that the statement shows 
that we have a deficit of $19,314., the earned surplus of $123,466. which we 
showed in 1966 and a profit of $66,000. from this year having been wiped out 
by the abortive expenditure on plans.

Fixed assets were valued at depreciated replacement cost in accordance 
with appraisals made in 1965 and subsequent additions are valued at cost. The 
buildings were appraised by independent appraisers in their report dated Febru¬ 
ary 3rd, 1965. The difference between the appraised value and the book value at 
the appraisal date is shown in the balance sheet as “Increase in value of fixed 
assets arising from appraisal $8,241,892”. 

Title to the fixed assets is vested in the City of Calgary and their use by 
the company is in accordance with a long term lease. 

Depreciation is calculated at rates designed to amortize the capitalized 
values over the estimated useful life of the assets and prior to termination of 
the lease.
